Inch 
Snow Hits 
St Louis 


ST. LOUIS (AP) — The biggest 
snowstorm of the season left tile 
Ct. Louis area under a blanket of 
some eight inches today. It caused 
at least two deaths in St. Louis 
•lone. 
At least two other persons died 
In auto accidents Thursday, one 
each reported on snow-slick high­ 
ways in Southeastern Missouri 
and Southern Illinois. 
An army at men and machines 
fought the snow on into today but 
there was little they could do with 
the enormous amounts which cov­ 
ered city streets and highways. 
And there was an indication 
that more could be expected. The 
Weather Bureau in St. Louis late 
Thursday night said the total ac­ 
cumulation today would amount to 
about eight Inches. But there may 
be more Saturday, said the Bu­ 
reau. 
Authorities 
said two 
elderly 
women fell dead in St. Louis 
Thursday while shoveling snow. 
The Missouri Highway Patrol 
and Illinois State Police said all 
highways in Southern Illinois and 
Southeastern M i s s o u r i were 
packed with snow, some with a 
skim of ice underneath and were 
dangerous.

Hie biggest snowstorm of the sea 
son paralyzed traffic In the St. Louis 
metropolitan area. About 8 inches of 
snow accumulated there in a 24-hour 
period. Hundreds of motorists aban 
doned their cars and many workers 
spent the night in downtown hotels 
Snow piled up to 6 inches in Chi­ 
cago and it kept on falling. Govern­ 
ment and transportation officials as­ 
signed 1,400 men to the snow re­ 
moval task. On Lake Shore Drive be­ 
tween 31st and 57th streets the east 
wind blew snow back into the road 
as fast as it was cleared. 
The wind reared road-blocking 
mounds across Indiana. Drifts up to 
three feet formed in cities. 
Iowa’s first major snowstorm 
the winter dumped up to a foot 
snow in die Spencer area in the north­ 
western section of the state. 
Snow too deep for bases closed 
about a score of schools in southern 
Michigan. Slush hampered traffic on 
Detroit’s expressways and delayed 
thousands on their way to their jobs 
As the storm headed into the East,

Castro Fires 
120 Judges 
In Court Purge 


HAVANA (AP) — Fidel Castro 
today fined 120 judges throughout 
Cuba in the second phase of a 
•weeping court purge aimed at 
removing all legal obstacles to 
bis rule. 
One supreme court justice, the 
presidents of six provincial courts 
i t appeal, 26 appeals magistrates 
•nd 87 other judges came under 
the ax, which fell for the second 
time in two months. 
The government acted under a 
Cabinet decree issued Dec. 20 
suspending for 45 days a law pre­ 
venting dismissal of court officers. 
In Che December purge 13 su­ 
preme court justices were ousted. 
One of Castro’s chief complaints 
•gainst the courts has been that 
they often awarded owners of 
seized property too much com­ 
pensation. 
Antonio Nunez Jimenez, chief 
af Castro’s agrarian reform pro­ 
gram, warned as long ago as last 
spring that many judges would 
lave to change their way of think­ 
ing or face the consequences.

decree, 
signed by Castro. President Os- 
valdo Dorticos and Justice Min­ 
ister Alfredo Yabur, said the 
jurists were thrown out to assure 
Cuba a more "revolutionary” ap­ 
plication of justice. 


Service Families 
Overseas Must 
Save $80 Apiece 


WASHINGTON (F - Secretary of 
Defense Robert S. McNamara says 
he expects every man, woman and 
child in overseas service families to 
save $80 a year to cut down on the 
drain of U.S. dollars. 
McNamara met Pentagon report­ 
ers for the first time Thursday. 
He said his aim is to save as much 
dollar expenditure abroad as would 
have bern saved by the controver­ 
sial order of former President Dwigh 
D. Eisenhower to cut the number of 
military dependents living abroad. 
President Kennedy reversed that 
order this week. 
McNamara said the 
voluntary 
savings program is expected to trim 
$80 million from what servicemen 
and their families spend abroad this 
Lyear. By 1962 and 1963 he estimated 
Tthe saving should run to $200 million. 
This is the sum Eisenhower hoped to 
save by having the families returned 
home. 
McNamara also said regulations 
might be put into effect to make it 
more difficult for overseas service­ 
men to buy durable foreign goods, 
such as cars. One way to do this, 
he said, would be to require purchas­ 
ers of cars to ship them home at their 
expense. The Army pays the trans­ 
portation now. 
McNamara made these other an­ 
nouncements: 
1. He has no immediate plan for 
a major reorganization of the De­ 
fense Department. 
2. He has no present plans to re­ 
deploy U.S. forces abroad. 
3. The Department will buy 53 
more big transport planse, including 
30 jets, to beef up the military’s air­ 
lift capacity. 


Wind Piles 
Snow Drifts 
In Illinois

Heavy snow, whipped by 30-mile 
winds, spread drifts over most of 
Illinois Friday. 
Accumulations ranged from 2 
inches in northwestern Illinois to 
9 inches in the west central sec­ 
tion along the Mississippi. A half­ 
foot or more covered Chicago, 
Springfield, Belleville and Ran­ 
toul. 
At least four deaths were at­ 
tributed to the snow. Three per­ 
sons had fatal heart seizures in 
Chicago while shoveling snow or 
attempting to push stalled auto­ 
mobiles Friday. 
A woman was 
killed in an auto crash Thursday 
on a snow-packed highway near 
Hillsboro. 
The Chicago and Bt. Louis met­ 
ropolitan areas were especially 
hit as rapidly drifting thwarted 
efforts to keep streets and roads 
open. Temperatures were in the 
teens, and the snow was readily 
shifted by the wind. 
Wide areas downstate had snow 
Thursday. 
In Chicago, 6 to 
inches accumulated since ll p.m 
Thursday. 
Some 1,400 Cook county, city 
and transit authority 
workers 
manned salt spreaders and snow 
plows in the Chicago area, con 
centrating their efforts on some 
1,000 miles of arterial streets 
The heavy snow caught some 
drivers unaware, and cars were 
abandoned on the Congress Ex­ 
pressway. Drifts 3 feet high made 
South Shore Drive, a main lake- 
front artery, hazardous.

Defense attorney Charles Shaw 
was granted a pre-sentence inves­ 
tigation for probation. Keller was 
released on $10,000 bond.

Seek Cause Of 
Train Derailment 
That Killed Six 


BOWIE, Md. UPI — A train derail­ 
ment which turned a day at the 
races into a nightmare of death and 
suffering in snow-covered countryside 
is being investigated by Pennsylvania 
Railroad officials. 
Six persons were killed and about 
150 were injured Thursday when 
seven cars of a special 11-car train 
from Philadelphia left the rails while 
making a left turn from the main 
line onto a spur leading to Bowie 
race course. 
About 300 passengers were on the 
train, three miles from the race 
track, when the quietness of the mid­ 
winter afternoon was shattered in a 
mass of twisted steel, broken glass 
and uprooted seats. 
The double-unit diesel engine tum­ 
bled over on its right side. The seven 
derailed cars bounced along over 
cross ties or open ground, but did not 
topple over. 
Police said two of die victims, 
who included five passengers and a 
dining car waiter, died when the bot­ 
tom of a car was ripped off and the 
men dropped under the train. 
The engineer, Howard W. Homer, 
62, of Camden, NJ., told police the 
train was traveling at about 30 miles 
an bour when the brakes failed as be 
turned off the main line.

Circuit Judge Leonard Hoffman 
issued the call for the additional 
prospective jurors Thursday short­ 
ly before he denied a motion seek­ 
ing to have the prosecution pro­ 
duce its evidence for defense scru­ 
tiny.

Loss Of Perspective 


A suburban lad handcuffed a young 
adult couple, strangers to him, and held 
them in their home at gun point for 
hours. His grievance: He didn’t want to 
return to the private school his parents 
had chosen for him. 
A five year-old, angered because a 
relative refused to take him along on 
a little trip, carried out his threat and 
burned down the man’s house and barn. 
These are merely new examples of 
a not uncommon phenomenon of the 
times. All of us have read again and 
again of instances in which boys of 
varying ages have shot and killed one 
or both of their parents for such minor 
grievances as having been criticized for 
-not doing their homework. 
For a good while it was the fashion 
in some expert circles to ascribe such 
behavior either to the tensions of a 
troubled age or to some dark, myster­ 
ious inner human compulsion. 
Certainly every case is an individual 
thing and no one could in good sense 
automatically rule out either one of 
these possible causes. There are indeed 
twisted, tense youngsters just as there 
are warped adults. 
But in the last year or so some stu­ 
den ts of youthful behavior have begun 
to suggest that in many cases the cause 
:^of shocking misdeeds may be far from 
deeply puzzling. 
^ 
They say the evidence is substantial 
dhat in countless cases the problem is 


simply an almost total lack of sound 
\alucs. 
Some youngsters, they say, resort 
quickly and easily to violent means for 
redressing even the most trivial griev­ 
ances because they have never really 
been forcefully taught that such means 
are not acceptable in an orderly society 
living under law. 
Their parents often do not enforce 
the most elemental disciplines. Even 
when they try, they frequently fail to 
fix in the growing child’s mind the idea 
that violence is not an approved coun­ 
terweight ta any grievance, small or 
large. 
Meantime, such children are being 
deluged with comic books, television 
programs and similar presentations 
which daily proclaim to them that vio­ 
lence is not only acceptable, but is in 
all too many instances the only final 
means of redress. 
* 
These 
distortions of 
life which 
flood the American living room cannot 
alone be blamed. For they fill an awful 
vacuum of values. 
When a good system of values is 
taught from the earliest age, we can 
have some hope that children from five 
on up— excepting always the truly ab­ 
normal— will not kill their mothers and 
fathers because they were refused a 
favor or ordered to their room. 
Violence is kept under control when 
it is kept in sane perspective.

WASHINGTON— (NEA) —Efforts 
to cut through government and big 
business red tape always turn up a 
good honor story. 
Three years ago the Maritime 
Administration assigned one of its 
auditors, Prank J. Horuff, to look 
into the possibilities of putting a 
lot of shipping records in elec­ 
tronic data processing machines to 
simplify bookkeeping. 
Horuff discovered th at the pa­ 
perwork requirements in the ship­ 
ping industry were so complicated 
that no electric brain could ab­ 
sorb all the facts. 
So the first thing to be done was 
to simplify some 300 forms used by 
half a dozen government agencies 
and the shipping industry. There 
were over 4,400 blank spaces on 
these forms that had to be filled in 
by somebody. 
In reviewing these forms, it was 
discovered that the ship clearance 
form needed to move a vessel in or 
out of port still used practically 
the same language adopted in 1710 
during the reign of Queen Anne 
of England: 
“These are to certify all whom 
it doth concern that the master of 
the -------- , of --------- tons burden 
. . . hath here entered and cleared 
. . . ” etc., etc., e tc .. “according to 
law.” 
It takes 24 such documents to 
clear a ship in and out of New 
York harbor, 39 in Buenos Aires 
and 44 in Manila, which requires 
a total of 213 carbon copies These 
forms cover crew and passenger 
lists, health certificates, plant and 
animal quarantine data, immigra­ 
tion and customs declarations and 
all m anner of statistics. 
Dr. C. L. Guthrie of the U.S. 
Archives R e c o r d s Management 
Service, called in to help simplify 
these forms, estimates that at 
least five billion words a year have 
to be written to handle America’s 
32 billion dollar annual foreign 
commerce. 
When international air- transport 
started to grow, airlines decided 
they could not be bothered by all 
this paperwork. It took them IO 
years to get airport clearance pa­ 
pers down to five. 
San 
Francisco’s 
Marine 
Ex­ 
change sparked a similar effort on 
shipping paperwork three years 
ago by publishing a book, “Mer 
chant Shipping on a Sea of Red 
Tape.” 
And so, after much bureaucratic 
fooling around, a committee of five 
experts 
from 
five 
government 
agencies is being put together un­ 
der Commerce Department aus­ 
pices, to go to work on the vast 


am ounts of red tape that ham ­ 
string the growth of the UJ3. ship­ 
ping business. 
I t’s the Water Transportation 
Facilities Committee, to give it the 
full handle, and Frank Horuff is 
its active head. 
O ther agencies represented are 
Coast Guard, Bureau of Customs, 
Public Health Service. Plant Quar­ 
antine Service, Budget Bureau. 
General Accounting Office and 
Archives, which stores the records. 
All of them, plus State, Justice and 
the shipping industry help clutter 
the ocean with more paperwork 
than it has seaweed. 
It will take several years more 
for the new committee to complete 
its simplification work. The Cer­ 
tificate of Registry which all ships 
must carry new requires 60 docu­ 
ments. This can be reduced to two. 
In this process, it may ie nec­ 
essary to write a new dictionary of 
about 150,000 words so that govern­ 
ment agencies and shipping firms 
use the same terms to list cargo 
on standardized {hipping m ani­ 
fests. 
The task of winning interna­ 
tional acceptance will be taken up 
by the U.N. in April.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy has said enough now 
to indicate he intends to follow a 
moderate course and that the key­ 
note to his presidency will be ac­ 
tion and change—but not drastic 
change. 
There are points on which he 
disagrees with the policies of his 
predecessor President Eisenhow­ 
er. And these are apt to get more 
attention than the points on which 
he agrees. 
But there are plenty of points 
of agreement between him and 
Eisenhower, as Kennedy disclosed 
further at his second news con­ 
ference Wednesday. 
Some of the fields in winch he 
does not see eye to eye with Ei­ 
senhower may have profound im­ 
portance to the people affected. 
Still, in one field after another, 
instead 
of 
proposing 
something 
completely new. he simply wants 
to go a step beyond where Eisen­ 
hower was willing to go. 
For instance: 
Eisenhower fa­ 
vored a medical care plan for 
the aged. So does Kennedy. But 
Kennedy wants to tie it into So­ 
cial Security. Eisenhower was un­ 
willing to go that far. 
Some of Kennedy’s statements 
Wednesday illustrate strong dif­ 
ferences with Eisenhower. 
He opened his news conference 
with the announcement he was re­ 
versing Eisenhower’s critical cut 
in the number of servicemen’s 
dependents allowed to go over­ 
seas with them. This affected the 
morale of the armed forces. 
But it was part of Elsenhower's 
effort to reduce the flow of Amer­ 
ican gold abroad. 
Kennedy also announced he had 
ordered, in an attem pt to encour­

reduction from 5% to 5 Ms per cent 
in insured loans by the Federal 
Housing Administration.

He moved right 
in and took over.” 
Why did Brando undertake the 
film?

when they rose and conquered 
tyranny. 
“Then they had the greatest op­

They went to a place (Pitcairn's 
Island) where the natives were 
friendly, where living was incred­ 
ibly easy. And what happened? 
Within two years they were dead. 
They had killed each other. 
“It seemed to me that this 
presented a microcosm of m an’s 
situation throughout history: The

urge to create and the urge to 
destroy. If man cannot find hap­ 
piness

paradise, 
where can he find it?” 
Brando left the question unan­ 
swered and went on to his two 


future film projects, both of them 
highly controversial. One is “The 
Ugly American,” the novel which 
excoriated 
American officialdom 
in Southeast Asia. The Senate For­ 
eign Relations Committee chair­ 
man, Sen. J. William Fulbright, 
has blasted the movie venture, 
and 
State 
Department 
officials 
have made no secret that they 
don't want the novel filmed. 
Will they be able to stop it? 
“Not unless they- also change 
the constitution 
to remove the 
section about freedom of speech.” 
Brando replied. He said that sev­ 
eral scripts have been written, 
and he expects the finished ver­ 
sion to do no harm to America 
abroad. 
He added that he is negotiating 
for the rights to the life of Caryl 
Chessman with Columbia Pictures 
which had made a quickie of the 
criminal’s autobiography. Brando 
will direct and star in the new 
film. This means he will continue 
his fight for Chessman’s cause. 
The actor last year pleaded (along 
with Shirley Maclaine and Steve 
Allen) with California’s Gov, Ed­ 
mund G. Brown for action to save 
Chessman. Brando also made a 
death watch at San Quentin pris­ 
on on the morning of execution. 
His comment: “ I have no doubt 
that Chessman was guilty. But I 
think that he was a psychopath. 
He was sm art—sm art enough to 
make a good living honestly. He 
was also sm art enough not to be 
caught at crime, but he wanted 
to be caught. 
“What I question is the right to 
take a human life. I don’t think 
(executions) deter murder. Most 
murderers would not be stopped 
by the threats of losing their 
lives for their crime. It is the fear 
of breaking society’s laws that 
would stop them.” 
Brando’s view’s no doubt will 
evoke controversy. But one thing 
he does not fear is controversy.

Many agree with the President 
that abe need to do something to 
more praseing than a temporary 
imbalance of the federal budget.

Hie President says that Ic time 
the program will pay for itself— 
by stimulating the economy and 
thus providing tile increased in­ 
comes which the Treasury will tap 
for larger tax retune. 
His argument: the budget pre­ 
pared by former President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower estimates Treas­ 
ury revenue in the 1962 fiscal year 
of 082.3 billion. But if the econ­ 
omy was operating at its full po­ 
tential. Kennedy says the reve­ 
nue would be $90 billion. This to 
because the Treasury gets the 
greatest share of its receipts from 
taxes on individual and corporate 
incomes—the more prosperous the 
economy, the greater the Treas­ 
ury take. 
The President further pledges 
that he would move to brake any 
resurgence of monetary inflation 
just as he now proposes quick fed 
era! spending programs to give 
consumers more money to spend 
and thus brake the recession. 
President Kennedy also has Ms 
eye on new revenue sources for 
the Treasury. He will ask Con­ 
ia for “ measures to remove 
several unwarranted special tax 
benefits, and to improve tax com­ 
pliance and administration.” 
Business 
and individuals will 
have to wait for him to spell out 
the socalled loopholes he proposes 
to close. 
But industries

like the measures, whether they 
be aimed at depletion allowances 
for oil and mining companies or 
at stock options and other auxil­ 
iaries to salaries for corporate ex­ 
ecutives. 
And many will hope for a mod­ 
erate course in another problem 
be describes this way: “Rapid 
technological change to resulting 
in serious employment disloca­ 
tions, which deny us the full stim­ 
ulus to growth which advancing 
technology makes possible.” 
The President suggests a study 
of the problem by a group drawn 
from labor, management and the 
public.

fore the 1960 baseball season start­ 
ed and even after they won the

It was found during an expedi­ 
tion by the Chicago Natural His­ 
tory Museum and the National 
Science Foundation. 
Despite the mystery that sur­ 
rounds It, it may enable archae­ 
ologists to shine new light on the 
cultural and religious histosy of 
the early southwestern Indian. 
Dr. Paul S. Martin, chief cura­ 
tor of anthropology of the Chi­ 
cago museum, says the effigy is 
one of the most important dis­ 
coveries he has unearthed in 32 
years of searching the desert* for 
Indian lore. 
Digging in the ancient ruins of 
a great kivar—a primitive church, 
the scientists uncovered the eight- 
inch stone image stored in a crypt 
for six centuries. 
The specialists believe it was a 
god or a goddess, but its power 
was short-lived because the Pu-

\ The other receipts Issued official­ 
ly by the Jacksonville, Alton and 
St. Louis Railroad Company were 
issued to Anthony Meisner during 
the following year of 1857.

Hodges Is affixed to the other re­ 
ceipts.
